INSECTS BOARD ML'LIOJS 

GOLD MINES WHICH NO ONE 
DAEE VISIT. 

A Prospector** Fate in Australia 
—The Venomous Sand Pliee 
of Taemania. 

Near Lake Corey in Western Ausr 
traiia tho body of a prospector, or 
what had onco been o prospector, 
was found half covered with earth 
at the huso of a little hill whero ho 
had evidently been dry-blowing for 
gold. There hod been a fall of 
earth which had caught him and 
pinned him down. Unable to move, 
he had been attacked by ants and 
literally eaten alive by millions of 
the insects. 

Ants are the worst enemy of tho 
gold prospector in Western Austra¬ 
lia. Not so much for any injury 
they inflict in tho way of bites, 
though those are bad enough. It is 
because they spoil all food. The 
comlrsoncst sort is a little yellow 
ant, which lias an odor so abomin¬ 
able that if one so inucSi as touches 
a piece of bread or meat, such food 
becomes uneatable and must be 
thrown away. In Honto places up 
near the granite ridge which lies be¬ 
tween tho coast desert and tho in¬ 
land waste of spinifex scrulj there 
are claims rich in gold which have 
been abandoned simply on account 
of these pestiferous insects, says 
Pearson's Weekly. 

About twenty miles from Mount 
Iteid, on tho west coast of Tas¬ 
mania, there is a creek which is 
known to ho rich in alluvial gold, 
©very now and then during tho win- 
ler a party of prospectors go up to 
this, place and begin gold washing, 
but so soon as tho warm weather 
comes on back they corne. Tho sand 
flies render life absolutely unbeara¬ 
ble. These siml flies arc tiny black 
Insects, so small that a mosquito 
net will not keep them out. They 
bite venomously, urd seem specially 
fond of settling upon t/ho eyes. Men 
are frequently completely blinded by 
their bites*

WAR ON SLATE R ID RS 

TS® TRADE HAS FLOURISHED

The British Will Put a Stop to th« 
Traffic ip tb. Central 
Soudaie. 

Within tho past three nv»nth» hri 
tish troops under Sir Francis j 
gand have put an end to the suprem¬ 
acy of tho Sultan of Sokoto east 
of tho Niger River, in u 10 Central 
Soudan. They have also occupied^ 
the famous town of Kano and H ub- 
Joctod its Sultan. The HritriM» fl aff 
is now supreme in the grfcpt cuiiatrv 
of tho Hausa tribes batvreea the 
Niger and Lako Tchad. 

One of the most sigirjflcant an¬ 
nouncements in a long ti*». relatina 
to Africa is tho statement in tfi 
Ixyndon Times that the Ilritiah no> 
propose to make an end, once for 
all, to slave raiding and the slave 
traffic throughout the Huusu coun¬ 
try. 

The overshadowing evil of the ren- 
tral Sofudan is slave raiding and the 
traifffc in slaves. Up to this year 
the evil has been entirely unchecked 
by any Caucasian influence; and 
there is probably no other part of 
Africa of equal size where the slave 
trade in recent years bus flourished 
as in the Hausa country. 

Mast of tho slaves are obtained, A 
not from outside of Hausaland, but ' 
front. Hausa villages and towns. The 
captors belong to the same tribe 
anid race as the persons they en¬ 
slave. The result is that the coun¬ 
try has practically been in a con¬ 
dition of 

PERPETUAL CIVIL WAR. 

A petty Sultan at any time i* 
likely to receive a message from his 
stteporior lord ordering him to send 
at once a certain number of slaves 
on pain of having his own towns 
raided. Ho accordingly selects some 
vi’.lttgo within his territory or #*jt- 
FtJo of it, against which ho quietly 
sends a force lunge enough to over¬ 
come all resistance, attacks the 
town and carries oft the inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Those who resist are killed on the 
«p*ot and the remainder are marched 
away Jn fetters. Many of them 
have been included in the annual 
tribute payable to the Sultan of So¬ 
koto, while others are sent to some 
central slave market to be sold or 
taken bock to the town of their cup- 
vtoi4. 

'When C. IT. Robinson traveled in 
Hausajand a few years ago he sakl 
that about one thousand slaves were 
brought into Kano on a single oc¬ 
casion as a result of a slave-raiding 
expedition. Between Kano und 
13ida he passed a large number of 
towns and villages that had rerent- 
ly been destroyed, and whoso In¬ 
habitants had been sold ns slaves 
This was done not by foreign in¬ 
vaders, but by the Sultan fn whoso 
territory the towns were included. 

Ho found that slaves are to a 
large extent the currency of tho 
country. A native who is about to 
travel usually takes with him slaves 
proportionate in number to the

1TTAWA RAVAGED BY FIRE 

\bout Seventy-five Acres of the Rochcstervllle 
Section of the City in Ashes. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: Tho 
Ire king once again held full sway 
in Ottawa on Sunday and tho city 
underwent its second great baptism 
3f fire. A smouldering mass of 
ruins, with a solitary chimney or 
broken walls standing here and 
there, tell tho talc of an awful con- 
flugration laying waste the area bo- 
tween tlio Cunuda Atlantic Railway 
tracks at the south, Division street 
on tho east, Albert on tho north, 
and tho tracks of tho C. P. It. Pres¬ 
cott lino and Third avenue on tho 
West. About two hundred houses 
were destroyed, probably 800 or l,- 1 
000 people are homeiess, and the 
financial loss totals about $375,000 
or $*100,000. Tho blaze started in 
the lumber piles near the C. A. It. 
tracks, Just west of Preston street. 
The ilro-swopt area, about 75 acres, 
was in part the same as that *over 
which the great fire of 1000 burned, 
only it commenced where that one 
left off and worked in an opposite 
direction. * 

MAMMOTH LUMBER PILES. 

There were two lumber-pile Arcs 
on Sunday, but it was tho later one 
that caused tho damuge. Shortly 
before noon a blaze was discovered 
In J, It. Jlooth's piles, corner of 
Dread street and the llichmond 
Hoad. How it originated is un¬ 
known, but only about 100,000 feet 
of green lumber was burned, and 
Mr. Booth placed that loss at only 
$1,000. Tho fire was checked, how¬ 
ever, only by Well-directed efforts by 
tiromen. It was Just about 3.80 
when an alarm came in from llox 
153, corner Preston and William 
streets, for the big fire of the day. 
The blaze started in the Preston 
street lumber yard of J. U. Mouth, 
just north of the trucks of the West¬ 
ern Division of the Canada Atluntic 
Hallway. When it was first noticed 
the fire was only an incipient one, 
and in less time*than it takes to 
tell it t.hc piles commenced to catch. 

It was an ideal day for a ffro. Af¬ 
ter a long-continued drought every¬ 
thing was as dry as tinder, and tho 
wind blew from the soii'tJiwest with 
all the velocity of a gale. 

BREAK IN THE WATER MAIN. 

It was Just when the fire started 
that a breuk in tho water works 
system occurred, and had tho effect 
of temporarily paralyzing work on 
the part, of the fire brigade. In tho 
meantime, the pumps were practical¬ 
ly stopped, and for half an hour, 
just when the water wus most need¬ 
ed, none of it was going through the 
mains. 

At the end of that time, however, 
the flumping was resumed, and while 
100 was registered at the pumping 
station, the pressure on the district 
where the fire was registered was 
comparative y weak, for the mains 
up there are small, and but for the 
fire engines little force could have 
been got on. 

Half an hour lmd by that time 
clupwod, ur.d the blaze‘was burning 
with an awful intensity. Tt. was 
sweeping down Preston, along 1 inch¬ 
est or, couth of Poplar, and was 
making its wav for Division street. 
Tho residents of ( the locality were 
tonified, but imisP of them exhibited 
presence of mind enough to attempt 


walks. Belated peoplo were moving 
salvage to temporary homes, some 
carts, others wh /ad found moro 
convenient shelter were passing 
along in gidm processions with arm 
loads of their effects. But every¬ 
where wero groups of late dwellors 
In the burnt section, telling their ex¬ 
periences or expatiating ujion their 
losses, loath to leave tho scene of 
their Kjcond turn of hard Iuck. 

There was great excitement at the 
C. P. H., und, anticipating that tho 
depot would go, Superintendent 
Spencer and his stuff commenced as 
early as four o'clock to get out. 
Everything movable, even to tho 
telegraph instruments, wore taken 
out, and loaded on a Bfrccial f/oight 
| train, ready to steam out at a min- 
uto’s notice. All the engines were 
j tliken from their stalls at the roimd- 
| house, and a lot of rolling stock 
i was moved over to tho Mull side. 
There w-as a great quantity of 
freight at the sheds, and a part of 
this was hurriedly delivered. Tho 
flames, however, did not get across 
Broad street, und the whole 0. P. 
It. property was suvod with but 
I trilling damage.

12 MEN BURNED TO DEATH, 

Members of a Construction Train 
on the C. P. R. 

A Winnipeg despatch suys: One of 
(lie most horrible catastrophes in 
the history of tiio West occurred at 
1 o'clock on Thursday morning on 
the main line of the C. P. R. near 
l exler Slut ion, ubout r>2 miles east 
of Fort William. A He train, run¬ 
ning at a high rate of speed, was 
derailed and thrown completely in¬ 
to the ditch. In boarding car 
attached to the rear end of the 
train, and Idled with employes, 12 
men were burned to death, being un¬ 
able to extricate themselves from 
the upturned caboose. Fight others 
were so seiiously Injured and burned 
that a number may die. Advices of 
the terrible «IT**ir wore rushed to 
Fort William, and ail the available 
medical aid, with nurses and appli¬ 
ances, for the relief of the injured, 
was despatched to tho scene, arriv¬ 
ing about 4 o'clock. Tho Injured 
were tendered first aid, and then 
taken to Fort William Hospital, 
j The scene that presented itself to 
the more fortunate on tho train, 

I who hastened to render what as¬ 
sistance they could,,was appalling. 
The cries of those confined in the 
! burning car were plainly heard, but 
tho fierceness of tho flames made all 
attempts at rescue abortive. For a 
j time it seemed that all the occu¬ 
pants of the car were doomed, when 
one of them was seen to fall 
I through n window, and ho was 
quickly followed hy six. or seven 
others, all «*f whom wore fearfully 
burned.- Their recovery is doubtful. 
Those who accompanied tho injured 
h^re enti offer no cause for the 
wreck. They all agree, however, 
that tho victims suffered very little, 
some of them being dead before tho 
flumes reached them.

DEATH OF HI. DAVIS MILLS 


Summons Came While He 
Was Chatting With 
His Family. 


An Ottawa despatch says: Thore 
passed awuy on Friday night, al¬ 
most in tho twinkling of an oyo, a 
groat Canadian statesman and Jurist 
In the person of Hon. David Mills, 
cx-Minister of tho Interior and Jus¬ 
tice Departments^ and one of tho 
justices of the Suj)remo Court of 
Canada. Tho news of his death 
roachcd the Parliament Buildings 
after tho House adjourned, but a 
number of Parliament representa¬ 
tives wore in tho building until mid¬ 
night, and they wore greatly shocked 
when they heard the sad intelli¬ 
gence. 

Mr. Justice Mills was present on 
the Supremo Court Bench on Friday 
in apparently good health. Ho 
spent tho evening with his family at 
his residence on Concession street, 
one of his visitors being his nephew, 


Mr. N. Mills, postmaster of th« 
Houso of Commons. Tho family, 
were chatting pleasantly together, 
when shortly after ten o'clock 
Mr. Mills took an appar¬ 
ent spoil of fainting, and 
then collapsed. The telephone wo 
immediately brought Into requisi¬ 
tion, and Drs. Kidd and Robinson 
were summoned, but before they 
could reach the houso Mr. Mills had 
passed to tho Great Beyond. In 
less than five minutes from his afc- 
tack of illness Judge Mills was no 
more. 

In his death Canada loses one of 
her great men. As an authority on 
tho Constitution ho was without a 
peer; as a Parliamentarian ho had 
few equals; as a Jurist he was in the 
foremost ranks; as a man ho was of 
tho most kindly and lovable dispos¬ 
ition. Ills end was sudden; it came 
as ho would huve wished. At the 
timo of tho death of Sir John 
Thompson ho remarked that that 
was tho kind of death he would like 
to die, If he had tho choico; sudden¬ 
ly, without warning, without pain.

TAXATION BILL. 

Premier Ross' municipal taxation 
bill was road a second time, and 
was referred to a select committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Barber, Gibson, 
Latchford, McKay, Pattullo, Pense, 
Pottypicce, Preston, Stock! Tudhopo, 
Lee Duff, Beck, Carscallen, Foy, 
Hanna, Hoyle, Powell, Macdiarmld, 
und Whitney, 

In moving tho second reading, tho 
Premier spoko on tho salient features 
of the moasure. Part of tho report 
of tho Commission is included in tho 
bill, tho Premior explained. 

One feature to which special at¬ 
tention was called was tho doflnition 
of tho terms "lami," "real property" 
nnd "real estate," among other 
things included being "all machinery, 
fixtures, buildings, structures and 
other things existing, erected or 
placed upon, in, over, under, or 
affixed to, lund or any highway, 
road, street, luno or public place, 
or water, but not tho rolling stock 
of any railway or street railway." 

There is a provision for a tax on 
special franchises, tho term moaning 
"every right, authority or permis¬ 
sion to construct, maintain or 
operate within Ontario, in, under, 
abovo, on, or through any highway, 
load, street, lane, public place or 
public water, any such structures, or 
other things for tho purposes of 
bridges, railways, tramways, or for 
the purpose of conducting steam, 
heat, water, gas, oil, electricity, or 
any property, substance or product 
capable of transportation, transmis¬ 
sion or conveyance, for the supply of 
water, light, heat, power, transpor¬ 
tation, telegraphic, telephonic or 
other service." 

W1IAT ARE EXEMPT. 

One of tho first clauses of tho hill 
deals with exemptions, and to this 
subject attention was directed ‘ by 
Mr. Ross. In addition to the ex¬ 
emptions on Crown property and 
; churches, there is a sub-section deal¬ 
ing with educational institutions.

W1IAT A HE EXEMPT. 

One of tho first clauses of tho bill 
deals with exemptions, and to this 
subject attention was directed " by 
Mr. Hoss. In addition to the ex¬ 
emptions on Crown property and 
churches, there is u sub-section deal¬ 
ing with educational institutions. 
Tho buildings and grounds of col¬ 
leges, schbois and universities are to 
bo exempted tis long as they -are 
actually used and occupied by such 
institutions, but not otherwise, and 
provision is made for “every other 
school or semi 
which is cond 
with the regulations laid down by 
the Province. Tho buildings and . 
grounds exempt under the bill shall, , 
however, be liable to be assessed for 
local Improvements Jn the same man¬ 
ner and to tho same extent us other 
land. 

BUSINESS TAX PROPOSED. 

A business tax is provided, to get 
around some of the anomalies of the 
personal and income tax. Any per¬ 
son engaged in carrying on any 
trade, manufacture, financial or 
commercial business shall bo assess¬ 
ed for tho amount of tho annual 
value of the land occupied. Tho 
Premier said 7 per cent, of tlie 
actual value was the basis of tho 
business tax 

Incomes under <51,000 are exempt 
from taxation. Under tho present 
act,a tax is levied on incomes of 
more than $700. All machinery shall 
be registered as personal property. 
There is a provision respecting tho 
assessment of income. Tho tax is 5 
mills on the dollur, which rate may 
bo increased to a rate not exceeding 
7 mills by by-law of the municipal¬ 
ity. Under tho present law, incomes 
a rtf assessable at the sumo rate us 
land or other property. 

TAX ON HOUSES. 

Section 15 provides for a liouso 
tax, and tho word “house” is defined 
as a place of abode of one pr more 
persons, forming a single household, 
with so much of tho land and out¬ 
buildings as is used in connection 
with tho house for tho purnoso of 
residence; and shall also Include such 
a building intended for use, as afore¬ 
said, though unoccupied or only oc¬ 
cupied by a caretaker, and a build¬ 
ing, other thun a hotel or placo of 
public entertainment., used by the 
occupant as a pluco of residence, 
though boarders or lodgers may also 
bo taken by him. Tho inode of as- 
Hcsnmont is ns follows ;—Where tho 
population is 4,000 or, less. $70; 
4,000 to 10,000, $105; 10,000 to 
‘>.0,000, $140; 20,000 to 75,000, 

$175; more than 75,000, $245. 
These figures have been adopted up¬ 
on a consideration of the relative 
values of the property in the differ¬ 
ent municipalities. 

Some new ideas arc embodied in 
the clauses respecting the valuation 
of binds. It is slated that tho real 
property shall bo ussess<*d at its 
actual vuluc. The value of the build¬ 
ings shull bo the amount by which 
the vuluo of the land is thereby in¬ 
creased. Tills feature of the bill, it 
was claimed, is capable of misinter¬ 
pretation, uhd the member for W’est 
Toronto took the ground that its 
meaning was exactly tho opposito of 
what Mr. Hoss said it was. 

SECOND READINGS. 

Second readings were also given to 
Mr. Brown's bill to amend tho 
Municipal Act ; Mr. Preston’s, to 
provide for a more frequent audit of 
the books of all municipalities ; Mr.

Tho 
new bridge just above Quebec will bo 
used for crossing the St. iaiwrenco 
to Levis, the present eastern ter¬ 
minus of the Grand Trunk system, 
and from Levis the* line will be built 
to the Cnnadiun winter port. 

The distanco from Quebec to Tort 
Simpson by the Grand Trunk Pacific 
will be 8,205 miles, or about fifty 
niiles shorter than tho distance ~from 
Quebec to Vancouver over the Can¬ 
adian Pacific. Port Simpson is near¬ 
er tho Yukon by about 500 miles 
thun Vancouver. 


ADRIFT IN AN ANGRY SEA. 

Thrilling Rescuo of Crew of 
French Fishing Brig. 

A despatch fium New York suys : 
—’Twenty-three survivors of tho 
crew of the French fishing brig Ho do 
Torre Neuve, of St. Servean, France, 
reached hero on Wednesday on tho 
German-Amcrican Petroleum Com¬ 
pany’s stcuir.er Phoebus, from Ham¬ 
burg. Tho lie de Terre Neuve was 
swept by a hurricuno April 20, und 
seven men were washed overboard/ 
Of these four wore rescued. Threo 
days later, tho wreck was sighted by 
the Phoebus, und the survivors were 
taken on board tho stcaiiy;r. Tho 
brig was set on Are. 

Captain Schierhorst, of tho Phoe¬ 
bus, suys he sighted tho helpless 
mariners at threo * o’clock in tho 
morning. A lifeboat was launched 
with great difficulty, owing to tho 
heavy sea. Finally tho rescuers 
reached the brig and found 28 men 
huddled aft. The brig was dismast¬ 
ed and, ns she lay in the trough of 
the sea, she rolled frightfully. The 
boat was brought under the stern 
of the wreck and a line was passed 
to her. 

Tho crew woro huddled together. 
Some jumped overboard and were 
hauled into the boat. Four trips 
were made by the lifobout crow, and 
soon after dawn the captain of tho 
brig set firo to tho wreck and went 
aboard the steamer. In his account 
of tho wreck, ho said a ^urgfc steam¬ 
er passed in the night of April 28 
and replied to a distress signal, but 
on account of the heavy gafe was 
obliged to proceed. When the wreck 
was abnndoned sho hud six fret of 
water in tho hold. Tho brig was 
about thirty years old, and carried 
a small cargo oh salt.

BASIS ARRIVED AT FOR RE¬ 
DISTRIBUTION. 

Ottawa, May 11. -The readjustment 
jf the Ontario Heats is under discus¬ 
sion, and from the best information 
obtainable it was determined to pro¬ 
ceed on the following lines:—The 
unit of population is to be 25,000. 
All counties under that unit and up to 
a unit and a half are entitled to one 
memoer. Counties over a unit and a 
half and up to two units ani a half 
are to he given two members. Coun¬ 
ties over two and a half units will be 
accorded three members. The total 
representation of Ontario will be 
uighty-six members. Under the re¬ 
distribution two new members must 
be given to New Ontaiio, and the 
addition of the suburban population 
io Toronto will mean another member 
for that city. Including the six 
which the Province must lose by its 
failure to increase in the necessary 
proportion of population, this makes 
nine members to come off old Ontario’s 
representation. Proceeding on the 
lines laid down by the committee, the 
numerical representation of the con¬ 
stituencies of Ontario would be as 
follows :

OCULISTS FOR SCHOOLS. 

Experts to Be Appointed by tho 

• London School Board. 

At a iccent mooting of tho Lon¬ 
don School Board, over which Lord 
Reoy presided, a icport was pre¬ 
sented, in which the General Pur¬ 
poses Committee recommended the 
appointment of six oculists at a 
cost of £875 per year. According to 
the iredical officer, tho percentage of 
school children with normal vfiion 
increased with every year of age and 
standard of advance during school 
lie, reaching 80 por cent., with 
Standard VKT. Ten per tent, all 
through nchooj life had bad vision, 
and this remained about a constant 
proportion. Tho percentages of de¬ 
fect appeared to vury more with the 
social and nutritive conditions of 
the children, and with racial pecul¬ 
iarity than with any school condi¬ 
tions, for school efforts from fine 
work and poor illumination wore 
more likely to show themselves in 
general nerve strain and unhealthy 
neurotic, nutritional condition than 
in very de'e tive visual acuity dur¬ 
ing school life. 

The medical officer further stated 
tyint tho selection of children whoso 
efficiency in school is damaged by 
dirt, parasites, chronic diseases of 
ears, or impaired visuel acuity is 
.just beginning. The treatment of all 
these matters is tedious, 1ms to bo 
thorough, but it is a routine of the 
most monotonous and unintc esting 
do cription. The burden at present 
falls on the hospitals, and they 
have not jet adapted themselves to 
it. 

Whether even with time they eve.* 
can efficiently ditchnrgo this public 
duty is at least doubtful. Tho visr- 
ion examinations show 10 per cent, 
of the 600,000 school dl\jldren in 
London so bad, that detailed investi¬ 
gation und possibly treatment are 
necessary. An equal number with 
s’ighter defects would also benefit bj* 
this.

FRIEND AGAINST FRIEND. 


My father used to impress this 
thought upon me by tho recollec¬ 
tions til an awful night which he 

i iassed in un ordeal of indescribable 
lorrors. A very near and dear rel¬ 
ative of bis was Ids intimate associ¬ 
ate for many years. They were to 
each other as intimate us brothers. 
They confided in each other every¬ 
thing. Time passed on, and there 
was a rupture. Tho friendship was 
broken. What did that relative do? 
ITc immediately took all the letters 
which my father had written and 
handed them over to the newspapers 
for publication. Tho night that my 
father heard of tho despicable act, 
as he has often told me, was the 
most awful night of his whole life. 
Il}e knew that ho had done no 
wrong, but he was afraid that, in a 
confidential correspondence of many 
years he might have written some¬ 
thing which in ^lic eyes of the 
world might he imprudent.

LETTERS FROM A MOTHER.

'Hie gospel advico in 
those letters which you wore ablo to 
read in the quietude of your own 
room is to-day the sweetest lesson 
that your mother ever taught. AVhat 
1 ms been true in reference to your 
life is also true in mine. The great¬ 
est lesson that my father taught me 
was not by the lip, but with tiie 
pen. Though 1 had lived with him 
for eighteen years he never so over¬ 
whelmingly alTected me ns on the 
day I left for college. He placed in 
my hand a letter. He told me to 
read it in the train. In this letter, 
on ono half sheet of pai>cr, ho wrote 
these words : “In collego you will 
i hud two groups : Group tho first,

| was all he wrote, hut those written 
l words, far more than any spoken 
J woi;ds my father ever uttered, burn- 
led themselves into my innermost 
being. That letter of his illustrated 
the power of a spiritual pen, wielded 
i in a Christian home.

NEW ELECTRIC GUN. 

The attention of the German nr- 
ttilery experts is at present engaged 
i on improving llirkland’s electro¬ 
magnetic cannon. Although It is 
• only available in forts and is too

German authorities to have a great 
future before it. The principle of

FARM NOTES. 

Because he can no longer do hard 
work the farmer sometimes moves 
from tho farm to town. Few are 
j contented in town. The old farm is 
the only place that seems like home, 
lie has learned to love tho rural 
home during the many years of 
hard labor spent in making it a de¬ 
sirable place to live. Among famil¬ 
iar surroundings, performing a few 
of the many accustomed tasks, rest¬ 
ing under the shade of trees ho has 
planted and cherished, enjoying their 
luscious fruit, the old farmer will 
not rust out and will not need to 
seek further to find happiness during 
his declining years. 

Any branch of farming which in¬ 
creases tho general fertility of the 
farm land while paying a living pro¬ 
fit is worth more than another which 
steadily decreases tho productivity 
of tho soil. Robbing the land to 
make present profit is an unwise in¬ 
vestment. Sooner or later wo pay 
for it, and sometimes dearly. Dairy¬ 
ing of ull branches of farming stunds 
first in this respect. It can be con¬ 
ducted so that the farm land will 
steadily degenorato until the place 
is on tho verge of ruin and abandon¬ 
ment, or it can bo mado to improve 
the soil year by year.

GOVERNMENT CONTRACTORS 
HAVE TO PAY HEAVILY. 


But for Delay the Spanish-Ameri¬ 
can War Might Have Ended 
Differently. 

A certain Scottish # shipbuilding 
company was rocontly sued by the 
Spanish Minister of Marine for a 
sum ofj,$375,p00, says London An¬ 
swers. Tho firm in question con¬ 
tracted some six years ago to build 
for the Spanish Government four 
torpodo-boat destroyers and deliver 
them by a certain dute.^xhe 
tract stipulated for a payment //by 
the contractors of $2,500 a week 
for every week of delay in Xne de¬ 
livery of these vessels. The great 
engineering strike too* pluco Just 
at the critical momejix, and the re¬ 
sult was a delay 'of 135 weeks in 
the completion of tho vessels. 

Had the destroyers been available 
at the promised date, it is more 
than possible that tho Sptanish- 
American war might have had a 
different conclusion, and that Cuba 
might still be a Spanish possession. 
Lord Kyllachy, before whom tho 
cose came, &uvo it as hi® opinion 
that, had tho Spanish Government 
been in a position to establish early 
In 1897 a thoroughly effective block¬ 
ade round part of the Cuban coast, 
tho Cuban insurrection might have 
been crushed, and American interven¬ 
tion avoided. Ho gave tho Span¬ 
iards judgment for $337,500, to¬ 
gether with interest and expenses. 

A large number of our own war¬ 
ships are constantly under construc¬ 
tion by private firms, and in the 
contracts which tho Admiralty make 
with such firms there is always a 
penalty set down for delay in de¬ 
livering such ships. A few months 
ago tho Admiralty issued to all 
these private shipbuilders a notice 
that in future,. the penalty clause 
would bo strictly enforced, par¬ 
ticularly with regard to the third- 
class cruisers for which orders have 
recently been placed. The penalty 
uttached to late delivery of such 
vessels will bo $200 per day. Fur¬ 
ther than this, tho stipulated speed- 
trials must be completed within ten 
weeks, otherwise an additional pen¬ 
alty of $100 a day will bo exacted. 
These new cruisers cost only $1,000,- 
000 apiece, so the penalties certain¬ 
ly seem heavy. 

Yet, when it is considered what 
immense extra cost is entailed upon 
the nation by such delay, it is rea¬ 
sonable enough thiit tho firm guilty 
of wasto of time should have to pay 
up. Tliero is the cusc, for instance, 
in point, of tho first-class battleship 
"Venerable," generally nicknamed 
"Tho Archdeacon." She was launch¬ 
ed so long ago as 1899, after being 
built very ^rapidly in Chatham Gov¬ 
ernment Dockyard. But she has only 
lately been commissioned. This de¬ 
lay of three year*3 was caused by the 
failure of the firm who contracted 
to make her engines and boiler®. 
Tho result is not only the long de¬ 
lay in tho commissioning of a most 
useful warship, but au increase in 
her cost of nearly $650,000. She 
has, indeed, cost tho country moro 
than any other battleship over 
built. The bill amounts to $5,618,- 
780 !

The contract was 
signed early in 1000 , and it was 
agreed thut if the service did not 
commence on June 14th of that year 
tho company should pay a fine of 
3500 for every forty-eight hours 
which should elapse. The contract¬ 
ing company also bind themselves to 
pay a lino of £5,000 for each oc¬ 
casion on which their contract is not 
performed with regard to tho Falk¬ 
land Islands. If one of their mnil 
steams fails to call at any specified 
port, the cost of conveying the let¬ 
ters is to bo paid by tho company, 
ut the rate of §1.30 the pound 
weight. 

Two thousand five hundred dollars 
a day is the tine which the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company bind 
themselves to pay if they fail to 
provide a ship at any of* the ports 
in their mail schedule nt the ap¬ 
pointed day and hour. And for 
every twenty-four hours' delay they 
are mulcted of another $500. They 
can comfort themselves by tho con¬ 
sideration that tho maximum pen¬ 
alty which can bo exacted is $ 100 ,- 
000 . This is just one quarter of the 
yearly subsidy which is paid to the 
company for conveying tho mails to 
tho West Indies, Colon, and other 
Centrul American ports. 

From Brindisi, in Italy, to Shang¬ 
hai, in China, the time permitted for 
pussage is 730 hours. But during 
tho prevalence of the northeast mon¬ 
soon—heavy gules which blow at 
a certain season—this period is ex¬ 
tended by forty-eight hours. For 
every twenty-four hours’ delay be¬ 
yond this limit on their longer voy¬ 
ages the company must pay up §500. 
On shorter journeys—such us be¬ 
tween Brindisi and Bombay—tho 
penalty is §500 for twelvo hours' 
delay. 

If no muilshlp be provided at the 
proper day or hour nt Brindisi, 
Bombay. or Adeluide (Australia), 
tho forfeit is §2,500, together witli 
an additional hundred sovereigns for 
each day and night of deluy. 

But upon no other company are 
tho conditions exacted more string¬ 
ent than upon tho City of Dublin 
Sleum Racket Company, which car¬ 
ries the Irish mail. From Holyhead 
to North Wall tho lime allowed is 
only three hours and thirty-seven 
minutes. Unless a ship puts *to sou 
each day ut the appointed time, the 
fine, which is approved by mutual 
contract, is §500, together‘with a 
further §50 for each hour that tho 
delay may last. The only excuse is 
stress m* weather, and the weather 
must be very bad indeed to make 
good such oxcuso. These ships run 
with even gTeatcr certainty and 
better up to time than most trains, 
for their captains know that every 
minute of delay over the appointed 
three hours and thirty-seven minutes 
the company will be fined §7.50.

Some Simple Antidotes If Affected

"If one knot's how the Rhus 
toxicodendron—that is the scientific 
name for the ivy—looks," said a 
man of the woods, "he can avoJd 
it with ease.

HOW SOME CANNIBAL X&AANDSJ 
WERE NAMED. 

New Hebrides’ Easter Hill — Th« 
Tragedy of Easter Sunday 
Canyon. 

Easter Hill, tho culminating point! 
of Whit-Sunduy Island, one of the 
New Hebrides, is remarkable in that 
no white man's foot has ever trod¬ 
den its summit. This is not owing 
to its ultitude, which is only about 
three thousand feet, but to the hos¬ 
tility of tho natives. They believe 
that a spirit, whom they call Aragh* 
Aragh, dwells there, and that any 
attempt to invade his privacy will b* 
fraught with inevitable disaster to 
them and their island. It is on 
this account, they explain, and not 
because they themselves are specially, 
or personally desirous of pn serving 
tho sanctity of the mountain, that 
they feel constrained to kill and eat 
tho members of adventurous climb¬ 
ing parties who, despite well-meant 
warnings, will insist on attempting 
to scale the peak. 

Early in the last century the cap* 
tain of a whaler named tho Easter 
discovered, a hundred miles or so 
west of Parece Vela, one of tho out¬ 
ermost of the Muriuua Islands, a 
small rocky islet to which he gave 
the curious namo of the Easter Brig, 
because, as he explained, ft 'exactly 
resembled a brig lying hove-to on 
the surface <Jf the sea." But several 
other vessels, including tho explor¬ 
ing ship Alert,. searched for it in 
vain, and its existence was accord¬ 
ingly looked upon as doubtful. In¬ 
deed, the incident had been practio 
ally forgotten when, exactly seventy- 
five years later, another whaler, the 
Saucy Annie, ran into it and be* 
came 

A TOTAL WRECK.

: Euster Sunday Canyon, in North-

“fifties.” A party of five men and 
four women entered the mouth of tho 
canyon in the spring of 1851. They 
had with them seven horses and two 
waggons, powder and shot, some 
food, but no water. The gorge be¬ 
came wilder and more rugged us they 
advanced, hut they pressed on, hop* 
ing against hope that it would soon 
lead them out of the entanglement 
of mountains within which they half 
unwittingly strayed.

ROCKS INDIANS WORSHIP. 

These Carvings Are Done by Time 
and the Elements. 

Of natural effigies, nono aro more 
remarkable than the two which can 
he seen in Conchise and near Los 
Angeles. Tho former shows the face 
of an Indian chief, while the latter 
Is a surprisingly natural representa¬ 
tion of a gigantic whale. The face 
of the Indian chief is nn immense 
effigy, the profile being several miles 
in length ; it is formed f>y tho shape 
of the summit of a mountain range, 
and offers a spectacle of a face of 
great dignity looking upwards. Tho 
Indians revere it as the countenance 
of Conchise, a great chief. 

Jt Is not uncommon to find the 
skeleton of a whale on the summit of 
the coast ranges of California, and 
once, when a new street wus being 
marked out in Los Angeles, the 
skeleton of a whulc actually was dug* 
up out of the earth. How these sea 
monsters found their way to Iheso 
spots is not' known. Thus, when you 
hear that the form of a whale is to 
be seen in the side of the rock, you 
arc not surprised, but you become 
interested when you ilnd thnt It is 
really a carving done by time and 
the elements, and not tho remains of 
a once living creature. The rock has 
fallen or -crumbled away in such a 
manner aft to form the under i>art of 
tho whale, the lower JuW, tho open 
mouth, the nose and tho eye—a won¬ 
derful eyo—of the leviathan, while 
tho upper part of tho body is formed 
by the curvature of tho rock.

IN SOUTHERN PATAGONIA 
is a very curious rift in the rocky 
floor of a depressed valley, known av 
E aster Hole.

Originally dis¬ 
covered by the Dutch admiral Rog• 
gewein on Easter Sunday, 172J, it 
early attracted attention owing to 
the extraordinary human stutues, 
some of them as much as thirty- 
seven feet high, which were found 
scattered about its surface. The peo¬ 
ple inhabiting the island ascribed 
them to sujK»rnatu|fil agency. A sys¬ 
tematic investigation carried out by 
a party from IJ.M.S. Suppho in 
1H82, however, tended to show that 
they were probably carved, net 
more than three or four hundred 
years ago, by a race possessing a 
knowledge of iron and its uses. 

Another curious problem in corf* 
nection with the island Is how it 
ever became peopled ut all, serin w 
that it is fifteen hundred miles from 
the nearest Inhabited island exrefJfc 
Pitcairn. The native tradition is 
that thoir forefathers originally 
came from the East in two large 
canoes, and that on landing they 
christened their new home Te Plto 
Fenua—i.e., the country in the mid¬ 
dle of the sea—a name it still bears 
among the Polynesian natives —

The Kingston Whig of May 7ih. says : — 
For years past the Grand Trunk
